WASHINGTON, Jan. 12.—The country- 
wide agitatidn for woman suffrage to- 
day reached a climax in the.considera- 
tion in the House of Representatives of 
ah amendment to the Federal Constitu- 
tion providing ‘‘votes for women.” 

After an hour and a half of debate 


the House adopted, 209 to 31,.g special 
rule for considering the proposed con- 
stitutional amendment, and then settled 
down to six hours’ actual debate before 
voting on whether to submit the resolu- 
tion to the states for ratification. 

The overwhelming vote in favor of 
the rule was by no means indicative 
of the sentiment on the resolution it- 
self. 
order to bring the question up for a 
yea and nay vote, announced their 
intention of voting against the resolu- 
tion itself. 

The debate on the rule had been spir- 
ited, bringing support and opposition 
from all parties. The real debate, 
whiéh began at 1 o’clock with six hours 
to run, brought out the heavy artillery 
of both sides and promised a vote some 


. time after 7 o’clock this evening.

Webb charged that woman suffrage 
was more or less a fad. “These agitat- 
ing woman suffragists want something 
te agitate about, and if they should find 
r.othing to agitate abour they would be 
disappointed,” said he. “If they can 
get it they don’t want it; if they can’t 
eet it they'll carry on agitation for it 
TY for one shall vote against this amend- 
ment in order to protect womankind 
against itself.” 

“The tendency of the world every- 
where is toward enlarging the grant 
of power to those who shal] control 
the destinies of the nations,” said Re- 
publican Leader Mann. ““‘We may stay 
the current for a moment, but civiliza- 
tion’s progress demands the granting 
of the franchise to those who have the 
power and knowledge to use it.’’ 

The right of the states to control the 
franchise was insisted upon by Mr. 


Underwood, Democratic leader. 
“This question,” he said, “is the 


gravest one this body has had to con- 
sider. I deny that the exercise of the 
franchise is a universal right. You do 
not believe it is a right. Many of those 
who will vote for this amendment here 
today are from states which would 
deny this right to other races because 
you believe it would destroy your civi- 
ligation. Therefore, you recognize that 
it is a privilege and not a universal 
right.” 

The Mondell resolution would gubenit 
to the states for their approval an 
amendment to the Constitution insert- 
ing a new article as follows: 

The right of citizens of the United 
States to vote shall not be denied or 
abridged by the United States, or by 
a state on account of sex. 

Congress shall have power, by ap- 
propriate legislation, to enforce the 
provisions of this article. 

Special Rule for Debate. 

At ll o’clock the Speaker's gavel fell 
and Chairman Henry of the Rules Com- 
mittee presented the special rule upon 
which it was agreed to allow one and 
one-half hours’ debate exclusive of the 
six hours provided for the resolution 
itself. 

“I shall support the rule because I 
believe a vote should be given on any 
proposal which has become a national 
issue,’’ said Henry. ‘But I believe this 
is purely a matter of state jurisdiction. 
I shall never vote for any amendment 
that proposes to take from the stated 
powers now feserved to them and to 
vest those power in the Federal Gov- 
ernment.”

liberate and premeditated. She poisoned 
the children when she believed their fa 
ther Lorlys Elton Rogers, a lawyer, had 
tired of her. 

The District Attorney announced that 
certain disclosures in the case made it 
necessary for him to adjourn tho grand 
jury hearing until tomorrow, and it is 
likely that no final action will be taken 
by that body until Monday. A process 
server with a subpena was hurriedly 
sent to the home of Mrs. Anne Roque- 
more Rogers, the first wife, who di- 
vorced the lawyer, ordering her ap- 
pearance before the grand jury at its 
next session. 

“It is possible that the evidence al- 
ready given to me will warrant criminal 
action against another person,’’ Martin 
said. ‘‘With this likelihood in view, I 
am going to proceed slowly and with 
care in laying before the grand jury 
every available fact connected with the 
life of the woman now a prisoner in 
Lebanon Hospital. It would be pre- 
mature for me to hint at the nature 
of the charge which may develop out 
of the inquiry now under way.’’ 

Knew Mrs. Rogers Well. 

The first witness called before the 
grand jury yesterday afternoon was 
Mrs. John H. Halden, whose husband 
has charge of the apartment house at 
1431 University avenue, where Rogers 
and Mrs. Walters took quarters short- 
ly after the birth of their son, John. 

Mrs. Halden, during the two years 
Mrs. Walters lived in the house, be- 
came closely associated with her. She 
was prepared to swear that the lawyer 
and Mrs. Walters lived in the house as 
man and wife, and it was not known 
to her that they were not married. So 
far as Mrs. Halden observed, the wom- 
an showed no signs of mental depres- 
sion. 

One of the witnesses chiefly relied 
upon by the prosecutor in his conten- 
tion that Mrs. Walters was not insane 
when she poisoned her babies is Mrs. 
Katherine Burns, who owns the house 
at 224 West 167th street, the scene of 
the tragedy. Mrs. Burns was before 
the grand jury a long time. She told 
in detail the story of the poisoning, as 
she had heard it from Mrs. Walters, and 
the subsequent events. 

“Ida Walters, or Mrs. Rogers, as we 
knew her, was not the least bit ex- 
cited when she asked me to call a dor- 
tor for the babies,’’ Mrs. Burns said, 
after she left the grand jury room. 


quested that I call Dr. Hague, as she 
feared that her older boy, John, had 
given some poison to the baby and had 
swallowed some. 

“At the time she never intimated to 
me that she had also taken bichloride 
of mercury. In fact, I was surprised 
when the doctor began to work over 
her.”’

William Grant Hague, the physician 
who had attended Mrs. Walters since 
the birth of her second child and is 
now in charge of her case, was called. 
After he had told of his treatment of 
the woman cnd the children on his ar- 
rival at her home, he repeated the many 
statements she made tc him about her 
association with Rogers. Dr. Hague 
will be recalled tomorrow. 

‘Mrs. Walters is in excellent condition 
today. She is happy in the thought 
that sne is again to become a mother,” 
L.r Hague said after he had seen his 
patient in the hospital.

His utterance was interpreted by the 
audience and by others at the time as 
hint that he might be a candidate for 
renomination. The President explained 
to callers today what he had in mind 
was that future generations would pass 
upon his acts as President. 

The President refused today absolute- 
ly to discuss the question of being a 
candidate. Effors were made to get an 
expression from him on the one-term 
plenk of the Baltimore platform, but 
Mr. Wilson shook his head and refused 
to answer questions. He said he could 
not talk about himself. 


MOTHER-TEACHER REINSTATED 
BY DECISION IN NEW YORK 


Commissioner Holds Absence 
Birth of Child Ins Not Ca ise 
for Dismizesal. 


ALBANY, N. Y., Jan. 12.—A teacher 
may not be dismissed because she ab- 
sents herself from the public schools 
to bear a child, Commissioner John H. 
Finley of the State Department of Edu- 
cation decided yesterday. The decision 
definitely determined the status of 
mother-teachers in the State, as, under 
existing laws, there is no appeal. 

By the decision Mrs. Bridget Paix- 
otto, a teacher who became a mother 
while absent without leave and who was 
dismissed by the New York City Board 
af Education for neglect of duty, was 
ordered reinstated. 

Mrs. Peixotto, who was dismissed in 
April, 1913, carried her case to the courts 
and the Court of Appeals decided the 
determination of the question rested 
with the Commissioner of Education.

E. Wallace, a representative 
in Germany of the International 
News Service, Gen. von Moltke, 
Chief of Staff of the German 
army, who is on temporary sick 
leave in Berlin, is quoted as say- 
ing that the Russian army is al- 
ready beaten and that it can no 
longer be of assistance to the 
Czar’s western allies. The state- 
ment attributed to the general 
follows: 

‘*Similar to the armies that 
operated in 1870 to relieve Paris, 
those Russian masses, which were 
intended in the present conflagra- 
tion to relieve France, advanced 
against our Austro-Hungarian ally 
and ourselves. But for months 
England and France have vainly 
pined for the expected RBussian 
help. The Russian armies are 
beaten. All their attempts to 
force their way into the heart of 
Germany have failed. They did 
not suceed in relieving the hopes 

‘of all their Western allies. 

‘*The siege of France will be 
carried on. Nobody itn Germany 
would even think of a hollow 
truce. This unswerving iron will 
to attain victory, this splendid 
matureness which . the German 
nature has shown in this hour of 
trial, will surely bear the ex- 
pected fruits.’’ 

The expression, ‘‘the siege of 
France,’’ as used bY the General, 
is a reference back to an earlier 
statement in the same interview, 
when he declared that ‘‘in the 
present war, instead of Paris, 
we besieged France.

French Gain Half Mile Between Meuse 
and Moselle. 


NANCY, France, Jan. 12.—The French 
troops were ordered to take the of- 
fensive between the Meuse and the Mo- 
selle Jan. 8, amd the fighting that fo!- 
lowed resulted in a distinct French 
gain. 

While, on the wings, the infantry at- 
tacked Le Pretrie wood and the forest 
of Apremont, the artillery, massed be- 
hind Fiirey, awaited the right moment 
to open fire. The batteries had been 
definitely concealed during the night, 
but, nevertheless, as soon as the morn- 
ing mists floated away, German shells 
began to fall among the gunners. Twice 
the positions were changed, but still 
the shells fell thickly. 

It was then noticed that the sails 
of a dilapidated windmill moved in an 
unaccountable way, since there was not 
a breath of wind, and five men were 
sent to investigate. As sobdn as they 
reached the building a man jumped 
from the window and fled toward the 
German lines, but he was soon brought 
down by a French bullet. 

At noon the French guns opened fire 
and at the same time an aviator an- 
nouneed that the German center had 
lbeen weakened because the Germans 
were obliged to send help to the left 
wing, which was hard pressed in the Le 
Pretrie wood. After hours of shelling the 
German guns were put out of action, 
and the French infantrymen dashed 
| forward. 

The enemy unmasked quick-firers, but 
their ‘assailants were well into their 
stride and did not heed the fire. 

A fierce hand-to-hand struggle fol- 
lowed along the edge of the wood, and 
the Germans were forced back on to 
the muzzies of their own quick-firers, 
which pumped lead into them for 106 
minutes, an error which enabled the 
French enginers to reach the principa!

Short and 
stockily built and looking every inch 
a fighter, he gives you the impression 
of possessing tremendous, almost 
Fiooseveltian, vitality, with a saving 
sense of humor. Von Emmich is the 
General with a winning smile. He 
could have been a successful machine 
politician if he had. emigrated to 
America instead of remaining in 
Germany and becoming the most 
popular General in the German army, 
among the men, for he has the rare 
gift of inspiring his followers with a 
sense of personal loyalty. 

His troops idolize him. They break 
out into hearty hurrahs at the slight- 
est provocation when they see him. 
It is lese majesty, »but none the less 
true, to say that they think as muich 
of their General as cf the Kaiser. 
They tell you proudly that he rode at 
their head when the city of Liege was 
taken by storm, and after seeing him 
you could never picture Von Emmich 
Lringing up the rear in a motor car, 
after the manner that more prudent 
Generals use. 


Never Committed Suicide. 

Asked pointblank, Gen von Emmich 
stoutly and. with great good humor de- 
nied. that he had ever committed su- 
cide or even contemplated the step while 
act Liege and the forts were holding out 
“on paper.”’

“Yes, of course I did.”’ he replied. 

“Would you like to lead your corvs 
into England?” For just an instant 
what looked very much like the light 
cf battle was in his eve. 

“I will go anywhere * am ordered to 
go—anywhere,’ he replied with smiling 
emphasis. 

Naming an Art Theasure. 

T was interested to discover that the 
staff of the Ninth Army Corps had also 
been racking its brains about other 
than techinal problems, when Gen. von 
Immich led the way into the dining 
room of the very modest so-called ‘‘cha- 
teu’’ of the French village where he 
and his staff were quartered, and point- 
ed to the extensive but mongrel art 
collection on the walls. 

“The absent owner does not appear 
to have been much of a connoisseur,” 
he laughed; “that picture over there 
worried and puzzled us for a long time,’’ 
pointing out a large impressionistic can- 
vas over the mantelpiece representing 
a nude male and a female figure kneel- 
ing on the seashore and looking out 
over the tmpressionistic water at what 
looked like an islana. 

“Finally my Chief of Staff hit upon 
a satisfactory solution, suggesting that 
it represented ‘Adam and Eve Discov- 
ering Heliogoland.* ’’ 

More Generals were met during a visit 
to the “office bullding’’ of the Great 
General Staff tn the Great Headquar- 
ters. Here, too, I was allowed to ex- 
amine the historic room where around 
a large round mahogany table the chiefs 
of the staff hold their daily conferences, 
at which the Kaiser himself is often 
present. Gen. von Wild, until his pro- 
motion, commanded a division against 
the English at Ypres and spoke in gen- 
erous terms of his opponents. 

“The English are excellent fighters,’ 
he said. “I have walked over many of 
the battlefields in the North—grewsome 
sights, beyond words to describe. From

English losses have been much heavier 
than ours. 

Gen. von Wild said that a puzzling 
and unexplainable feature of these bat- 
tlefields was that so many of the dead 
were found lying on their backs with 
rigid arms stretched straight up to- 
ward heaven—a ghastly spectacle. 

Learns From Americans. 

Here, too, was a German General who 
knew more about the American army 
than most Americans, the Bavarian 
General, Zoeliner, the great General 
Staff's specialist on Americana, and 
it was interesting to note that in spite 
of its own pressing problems, the Gen- 
eral Staff is still taking a keen interest 
in those of America and deriving val- 
uable lessons. 

“I have been particularly interested 
in the Mexican troubles,”’ Gen. Zoell- 
ner said. “To my mind, the lesson for 
America is the need of a larger stand- 
ing army. I was particularly impressed 
by the speed of your mobilization and 
your dispatoh in landing your expedi- 
tionary force at Vera Cruz. I was also 


Texas cavalry division. We have noth- 
ing like it in the German army, because 
such a body of men could not be de- 
veloped in a closely settled country. 
You may not know that only a short 
time before being sent to Mexico the 
Texas cavalry had received brand new 
drill and exercise instructions, but in 
spite of this they acquitted themselves 
splendidly, showing the remarkable 
adaptability of your soldiers. 

“In sending your coast artillery as in- 
fantry regiments to Mexico you antici- 
pated us in a rather similar use of our 
marine division on the coast. The most 
valuable lesson we have learned from 
you is typhus vaccination. This we owe 
to the American army. I believe it goes 
back to the fact that your Gen. Wood 
was a medical man before becoming 
Chief of Staff,’’ 

Gen. Zoellner intimated that the whole 
German army either had been or was 
being vaccinated against typhus on the 
American plan. “And there is algo a 
very American flavor about our volun- 
teer automobile corps; their dash and 
speed—they have learned that from you 
Americans,’ he concluded. 

All Points on Telephone. 

Gen. von Haenisch took me aloft and 
explained to me how business was done. 
A good telephone operator, it developed, 
was almost as important as a competent 
General; the telephone ‘‘central’’ the 
most vital spot of an army. Here were 
three large switchboards with soldiers 
playing telephone girl, while other sol- 
€iers with receivers fastened over their 
heads sat at desks busy taking down 
messages on printed “business’’ forms. 

In the next room sat the staff offi- 
cers, on duty waiting for latest re- 
ports from the front. There was no 
waiting because numbers were “en- 
raged” or operators gossiping; you 
could get Berlin or Vienna without 
once having to swear at “long dis- 
tance.” Gen. von Haenisch had his 
chief of field telephone and telegraph 
trot out what looked like a huge fam- 
ily tree, but turned out to be a most 
minute chart of the entire telephone 
system of the army. It showed the 
position of every corps and division 
headquarters, regiment, battalion and 
company, and all the telephone lines 
connecting them, even to the single 
trenches and batteries. 

Von Zwehl a Whirlwind. 

Gen. von Zwehl, nicknamed Zwehl- 
Maubeuge, is probably almost un- 
known in America, though the dark 
blue enamel maltese cross of the Pour 
le Merite order at his throat tags him 
at once as worth while. Von Zwehl 
looks like anything but a fighter—a 
quiet, gentle-looking soul with kind,

A postal card written at the battle 
front in the Vosges my Dr. L P. 
Chandeyseson, St. Louis business man, 
who has been fighting in the French 
army against his wifi: since the begin- 
ning of the war, was received yesterday 
by Samuel! W. Forder of St. Louis 
County. It sends Christmas greetings 
and expresses the hope that he will get 
his rights. 

The St. Louis friends of Chandeysson 
have been trying to obtain his release 
from the army, into which he was 
forced at the outbreak of hostilities, 
although he had emigrated from France 
when he was 16 years old and had live: 
in the United States 22 years and had 
been a naturalized American citizen 
since 1906. 

Chandeysson’s message from the front 
ie as follows: 

‘T could not earlier send you my 
Christmas greetings because the exigen- 
cies would not permit I could almost 
say that the exigencies are the Dutch. 
They annoy us almost as much as We 
annoy them. And yon never swatte. 
a fly with more nonchalance than that 
with which a bullet Is sent home in the 
cranium at the wonderful distance of 
20 to 200 feet. Eh, boy, you would never 
believe that such would be possible 
with modern guns. But the important 
question is that our dear Ambassador 
can, if he will and knows how, help me 
te get my rights. Hoping that it will 
be so0.”’ 

The card was mailed from Raon-L’- 
Etape, in the Vosges. The picture shows 
the destruction done by the Germans. 

Dr. Chandeysson received notice early 
in the summer that if he would return 
to France and serve two weeks in the 
army he would be in good standing. 
He went and served the two weeks 
and was still in Paris when the war be- 
gan and was forced into the service.

The state- 
ment attributed to the general 
follows: 

‘*Similar to the armies that 
operated in 1870 to relieve Paris, 
those Russian masses, which were 
intended in the present conflagra- 
tion to relieve France, advanced 
against our Austro-Hungarian ally 
and ourselves. But for months 
England and France have vainly 
pined for the expected RBussian 
help. The Russian armies are 
beaten. All their attempts to 
force their way into the heart of 
Germany have failed. They did 
not suceed in relieving the hopes 

‘of all their Western allies. 

‘*The siege of France will be 
carried on. Nobody in Germany 
would even think of a hollow 
truce. This unswerving iron will 
to attain victory, this splendid 
matureness which. the German 
nature has shown in this hour of 
trial, will surely bear the ex- 
pected fruits.’’ 

The expression, ‘‘the siege of 
France,’’ as used bY the General, 
is a reference back to an earlier 
statement in the same interview, 
when he declared that ‘‘in the 
present war, instead of Paris, 
we besieged France. Events

WASHINGTON, Jan. 12.—President 
Wilson said today he had no comment 
to make on the British reply to the 
American note inasmuch as it was only 
preliminary. He indicated he had not 
given the British communication full 
study as yet and plans to discuss it 
at length soon with Secretary Bryan. 

In other quarters, however, where the 
communication has been gone over in 
detail by officers of the Government, 
the view prevails that, while many con- 
cessions have been made, the British 
note leaves much to be explained be- 
fore American merchants can be ap- 
praised of what they can or can not 
do with their cargoes. 

Officials hope the second British note 
expected in a few days will lay down 
specific rules by which American ex: 
porters can be guided in the future. 


Cologne Gazette. Calls British Reply 
Flat Negative. 

AMSTERDAM, Jan. 12.—The Cologne 
Gazette, referring in a recent issue to 
Great Britain’s reply to the American 
note on shipping, expresses the opinion 
that this communication from London, 
in spite of its expressions of friendli- 
ness, is in fact a flat negative. 

The Gazette upholds the contention 
that the increase of American exports 
to neutral countries has been due en- 
tirly to the increased home requir- 
ments of these countries.

Howard Shaw, Mrs. Carrie Chapman 
Catt, Mrs. O. H. P. Belmont, Mrs. Peth- 
ick Lawrence of London and the Con- 
gressional Committee of the Watione’ 
Association, were in charge. Across the 
way were Mrs. Arthur M. Dodge, presi- 
dent of the National Association Op- 
posed to Woman Suffrage: Mrs. A. *. 
George, Mrs. Daniel A. Markham and 
the legislative committee of that asso- 
ciation. 

Suffragists Guest of Clark. 

The galleries applauded generally when 
Dr. Shaw and several other prominent 
suffragisits were invited by Speaker 
Clark to leave the public gallery and 
take places in his private gallery. He 
also invited Dr. Shaw and Mrs. Catt 
to be his guests at luncheon today in the 
House dining-room. 

The anti-suffragists were enthusias- 
‘tic in their predictions that the attempt 
to obtain suffrage for women through 
Federal means would fail. They de- 
clared that the suffragists would not 
muster more than one-third of the votes 
in the ‘House, although two-thirds 
were necessary to submit the amend- 
ment to the states. The suffragists 
claimed to have about a majority.

Generals at German Great Headquarters in 
France Discuss Art and U. S. Army, Too, 
With Post-Dispatch Correspondent 


(By Mail From a Special Correspond- 
ent of the “ew York World and 
Post-Dispatch. 

GERMAN GREAT HEADQUARTERS 
IN FRANCE, Dec. 9.—I have just eate? 
my way along the German front ib 
France, for a second visit to the Ger- 
man Great Headquarters. This week's 
lunch and dinner “‘bag’ included Gen 
von Heeringen, “‘the Victor of Saar- 


burg;” Gen von Emmich, ‘‘the Con- 
queror of Licge;’’ Gen. von Zwehl, “‘the 
Hero of Maubeuge;” Gen. von Wild, tne 
new Quartermaster-General, who before 
his appointment fought a 20-round draw 
with the English at Ypres, though he 
thinks he won on points. 

It is literally necessary for an Ameér- 
ican correspondent on this side of the 
fence to eat his way to the firing line 
and back again, for the German afleld 
is as hospitable as the tented Arab, 
and thanks to their wonderful field tele- 
phone service, they “have you.” The A. 
O. K. (Armee Ober Kommando) tele 


you are on the way, the Corps Kom- 
mando relays the news to the Divi- 
sion Staff, the Division Staff rings up 
the Regimental Commander, who phones 
the battalion or battery chief. 

Death Stalks Near Table. 

To reach the firing line you have to 
run the gauntlet of anywhere from 
three to six meals, and if you happen 
to be one of those ‘‘amazing Ameri- 
cans” and insist on being shown to an 
orchestra seat in the first trench, you 
will be sure to find some sort of a 
table spread for you in the very shadow 
of death, for their habit of hospitality 
is fireproof. 

But while robbing war corresponding 
of all its old-time romance, the Ger- 
man gastronomic way has the great 
advantage of giving you the maximum 
of information in the minimum of time 
and of letting you meet the masters of 
modern warfare, the men who have 
done big things, under ideal conditions, 
for over after-dinner coffee and cigars 
you can and will—if you are an Amer- 
ican—ask the most imprudent questions 
with the certainty of getting a good- 
natured and courteous answer. 

Von Emmich Is Idolized, _ 

' Von Emmich makes the most in- 
stant appeal to an American. Short and 
stockily built and looking every inck 
a fighter, he gives you the impression 
of possessing tremendous, almost 
Fiooseveltian, vitality, with a saving 
sense of humor. Von Emmich is the 
General with a winning smile. Fle 
could have been a successful machine 
politician if he had. emigrated to 
America instead of remaining in 
Germany and becoming the most 
popular General in the German army, 
among the men, for he has the rare 
sift of inspiring his followers with a 
sense of personal loyalty. 

His troops idolize him. They break 
out into hearty hurrahs at the slight- 
est provocation when they see him. 
It is lese majesty, but none the _ less 
true, to say that they think as much 
of their General as cf the Kaiser. 
They tell you proudly that he rode at 
their head when the city of Liege was 
taken by storm, and efter seeing him 
you could never picture Von Emmich 
Lringing up the rear in a motor car, 
after the manner that more prudent 
Generals use. ; 


Never Committed Suicide. 

Asked pointblank, Gen von Emmich 
stoutly and. with great good humor de- 
nied that he had ever committed su- 
cide or even contemplated the step while 
ac Liege and the forts were holding out 
‘on paper.”’ 

“But you know, Excellency, that you 
were reported to have lost something 
like 120,000 mcn before Liege,’’ it was 
suggested. 

“That’s three times as many as |! 
nad,’ he answered, with the winning 
smile. 

“Did you feel proud ac being selectel 
to lead the way into Belgium, Excel- 
lency?’’ I inquired. 

“Yes, of course I did.” he replied. 

“Would you like to lead your corvs 
into England?” For just an instant 
what looked very much like the light 
cf battle was in his eve. 

‘I will go anywhere * am ordered to 
ro—anywhere,’ he replied with smiling 
emphasis. 

Naming an Art Theasure. 

T was interested to discover that the 
staff of the Ninth Army Corps had also 
been racking its brains about other 
than techinal problems, when Gen. von 
Emmich led the way into the dining 
room of the very modest so-called “‘cha- 
teu’’ of the French village where he 
and his staff were quartered, and point- 
ed to the extensive but mongrel art 
collection on the- walls.

phones to the Corps Kommando that] 
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English tosses have been much heavier 
than ours. 

Gen. von Wild said that a puzzling 
and unexplainable feature of these bat- 
tlefields was that so many of the dead 
were found lying on their backs with 
rigid arms stretched straight up to- 
ward heaven—a ghastly spectacle. 

Learns From Americans. 

Here, too, was a German General who 
knew more about the American army 
than most Americans, the Bavarian 
General, Zoeliner, the great General 
Staff's specialist on Americana, and 
it was interesting to note that in spite 
of its own pressing problems, the Gen- 
eral Staff is still taking a keen interest 
in those of America and deriving val- 
uable lessons. 

“I have been particularly interested 
in the Mexican troubles,” Gen. Zoell- 
ner said. “To my mind, the lesson for 
America is the need of a larger stand- 
ing army. I was particularly impressed 
by the speed of your mobilization and 
your dispatoh in landing your expedi- 
tionary force at Vera Cruz. I was also 
especially interested in your splendid! 
Texas cavalry division. We have noth- 
ing like it in the German army, because 
such a body of men could not be de- 
veloped in a closely settled country. 
You may not know that only a short 
time before being sent to Mexico the 
Texas cavalry had received brand new 
drill and exercise instructions, but in 
spite of this they acquitted themselves 
splendidly, showing the remarkable 
adaptability of your soldiers. 

‘“‘In sending your coast artillery as in- 
fantry regiments to Mexico you antici- 
pated us in a rather similar use of our 
marine division on the coast. The most 
valuable lesson we have learned from 
you is typhus vaccination. This we owe 
to the American army. I believe it goes 
back to the fact that your Gen. Wood 
was a medical man before becoming 
Chief of Staff,’’ 

Gen. Zoellner intimated that the whole 
German army either had been or was 
being vaccinated against typhus on the 
American plan. “And there is algo a 
very American flavor about our volun-| 
teer automobile corps; their dash and 
speed—they have learned that from you 
Americans,’ he concluded. 


All Points on Telephone. 

Gen. von Haenisch took me aloft and 
explained to me how business was done. 
A good telephone operator, it developed, 
was almost as important as a competent 
General; the telephone ‘‘central’’ the 
most vital spot of an army. Here were 
three large switchboards with soldiers 
playing telephone girl, while other sol- 
€ters with receivers fastened over their 
heads sat at desks busy taking down 
messages On printed “business’’ forms. 

In the next room sat the staff offi- 
cers, on duty waiting for latest re- 
ports from the front. There was no 
waiting because numbers were “en- 
gaged” or operators gossiping; you 
could get Berlin or Vienna without 
once having to swear at “long dis- 
tance.” Gen. von Haenisch had his 
chief of field telephone and telegraph 
trot out what looked Hke a huge fam- 
ily tree, but turned out to be a most 
minute chart of the entire telephone 
system of the army. It showed the 
position of every corps and division 
headquarters, regiment, battalion and 
company, and all the telephone lines 
connecting them, even to the single 
trenches and batteries. 

Von Zwehl a Whirlwind. 

Gen. von Zwehl, nicknamed Zwehl- 
Maubeuge, is probably almost un- 
known in America, though the dark 
blue enamel maltese cross of the Pour 
le Merite order at his throat tags him 
at once as worth while. Von Zwehl 
looks like anything but a fighter—a 
quiet, gentle-looking soul with kind, 
and a bit tired eyes, soft ad hair,

They are par- 
ticularly experienced in ‘bush’ war- 
fare,’ and display the utmost skill in 
making the most of every bit of 
cover."

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THE FRENGH ARMY 
WRITES TO FRIEND 


A postal card written at the battle 
front in the Vosges my Dr. L P. 
Chandeysson, St. Louis business man, 
who has been fighting in the French 
army against his wil: since the begin- 
ning of the war, was received yesterday 
by Samuel W. Forder of St. Louis 
County. It sends Christmas greetings 
and expresses the hope that he will get 
his rights. 

The St. Louis friends of Chandeysson 
have been trying to obtain his release 
from the army, into which he waa 
forced at the outbreak of hostilities, 
although he had emigrated from France 
when he was 16 years old and had lived 
in the United States 22 years and had 
been a naturalized American citizen 
since 1906. 

Chandeysson’s message from the front 
fe as follows: 

‘T could not earlier send you my 
Christmas greetings because the exigen- 
cies would not permit I could almost 
say that the exigencies are the Dutch. 

They annoy us almost as much as We 
annoy them. And yon never swatte] 
a fly with more nonchalance than that 
with which a bullet Is sent home in the 
cranium at the wonderful distance of 
20 to 200 feet. Eh, boy, you would never 
believe that such would be possible 
with modern guns. But the important 
question is that our dear Ambassador 
can, if he will and knows how, help me 
te get my rights. Hoping that ft wil! 
be so0.”’ 

The card was mailed from Raon-L’- 
Etape, in the Vosges. The picture shows 
the destruction done by the Germans. 

Dr. Chandevsson received notice early 
in the summer that if he would return 
to France and serve two weeks in the 
army he would be in good standing. 
He went and served the two weeks 
and was still in Paris when the war be- 
gan and was forced into the service. 

He cabled from the American consul- 
ate in Paris to St. Louis for verification 
of his claim to being an American citi- 


igen and such verification was cabled, 


but ft did no good. Letters sent to him 
from St. Louts have been returned.

IN LEGISLATURE

Missouri House Measure Would: 


Stop the Hiring of Relatives 
by Officials. 


By a Staff Correspondent of the Post- 
Dispatgh. 

JEFFERSON CITY, Jan. 12.—Repre- 
senative James Settle introduce 
into the House of Representatives to- 
day a bill making nepotism in public 
office a misdemeanor punishable by 
fine or imprisonment. The bill was 
drawn by Senator Conway Elder. 

The bill makes special reference to 
the offices of Governor, Auditor, Secre- 
tary of State and Treasurer, and pro- 
vides that no incumbent of either of 


-those offices;or- anyother public office 


shall appoint any person related to him 
within in the sixth degree by blood or 
marriage. 

The bill weuld not only prevent the ap- 
pointment in future of kinsmen by State 
officers, but would prevent the great 
army of relatives now on the payroil 
from drawing any more salary. 

A provision of the bill make it unlaw- 
ful for the Treasurer to pay out any 
money for salary to “‘any such ineligible 
person.” 

State Auditor John P. Gordon, besides 
@rawing about $4000 as auditor and ex- 
officio member of the Staté Board of 
Equalization and the Eoard of Prison 
Inspectors, has his ~- wife, Mrs. 
Cma Gordon, on the payroll as clerk 
in his office at $1800 per year. His son, 
Maurice Gordon, is wurervisor of tha 
building and loan records at $2000 4 
year.

Coroner Padburg started an investi- 
gation of the case today. The records 
showed that Dr. E. B. Kinder of 1432 
North Taylor averrue had certified that 
Hochthurn’s death was due to peri- 
tonitis, possible superinduced by a kick. 

Identified by Photo as Robber. 

The suspicions of the police regarding 
the part Hochthurn played in the rob- 
bery of the saloon were confirmed this 
noon, when two men called at police 
headquarters and identified the photo- 
graph of Hochthurn as being the like- 
ness of a man concerned in the saloon 
holdup and a highway robbery. 

Charles Schierer, bartender in the sa- 
loon, who was on duty at the time of 
the holdup, identified the photograph 
as being that of one of the two men 
who robbed the place. He then posi- 
tively identified Matt Donnelly of 2619 
Howard street, the man who took Hoch - 
thurn to his home after he had been 
wounded, as the other of the two rob- 
bers. 

Andrew Pensa, a handbook gambler, 
who was robbed of a $400 diamond ring 
and $75 in cash on the night of Dec. 1 
when in front of 2129 Washington ave- 
nue, identified the photograph of Hoch- 
thurn as being that of one of the two 
men who robbed him. He did not iden- 
tify Donnelly. 

May Have Body Exhumed. 

Deputy Coroner Fath says that when 
Dr. Kinder’s report regarding Hochtur- 
ner’s death, was made he telephoned 
to the physician. He says Dr. Kinder 
made no mention of a bullet wound and 
told him that he did not think death 
was due to the kick. The physician 
said he knew nothing of the kick, ex- 
cepting that the young man’s father 
had told him Hochthurn had told him 
he had been kicked. The Deputy Coro- 
ner said he received the inference that 
the death was from natural causes, but 
he changed the wording so that the 
certificate read “contributing causes not 
ascertained,”’ instead of the physician’s 
reference to a kick. 

“I am awaiting a police report upon 
the case,”” said Coroner Padburg. “If 
they are satisfied that the young man 
died of a bullet, possibly fired by a po- 
liceman, I will summon all the wit- 
nesses before me and may have the body 
exhumed and a post mortem made. It 
was Jan. 7 when the burial certificate 
reached this office and Deputy Fath 
looked into the report. The family 
wished ~, have prompt burial.”

a reporter, that in case the Coroner re- 
ports to him a false certificate of death 
is issued by any physician, he re- 
ports the case at once to the State 
Board of Health and that. the board 
gives the physician a trial. If a physi- 
cian is found guilty upon such a charge 
his license is revoked. 

Hochthurn’s mother, Mrs. Louis Hoch- 
thurn, told detectives that some time 
between. midnight and 2 a. m. Dec. 30, 
her son was brought home in an auto- 
mobile by Matt Donnelly of 2619 Howard 
street. He said he had been kicked in 
a fight. Donnelly summoned a physi- 
cian and the latter found a bullet 
wound in the youth’s right hip. When 
Mrs. Hochthurn questioned her son 
about the wound, she said, he. told her 
he had been accidentally shot. She did 
not know the name or address of the 
physician. 

At 4 p. m. Dec. 30, Hochthurn was 
seized with a violent case of nausea 
and his mother summoned the family 
physician, Dr. Kinder. The latter says 
he found Hochthurn’s abdomen inflated 
and other indications of acute gastritis. 

Dr. Kinder told detectives he did not 
believe the bullet wound had caused 
Hochthurn’s death. The bullet, after 
entering the right hip, had ranged 
downward, he said, and penetrated the 
leg. It was only a flesh wound, he said.

Her Mother Prepares to Prbie. 
cute, Despite Their Alleged 
Marriage in Memphis. 


Lyman C. Robbins of 4846 Forest Park 
boulevard, twice-wedded military acad- 
emy cadet, will be prosecuted by Fed- 


eral officials in Little Bock, Ark.,- under 
the Mann act, for his elopement with 
Helen Hardy, 15 years old, of 3519 Lindell 
avenue. This was ‘announced in a dis- 
patch from Little Rock to the Post-Dis- 
patch today. 

Robbins, who is 21 years old, left 
the St. Charles (Ill.) Military Acad 
emy - at the Christmas holidays 
and he and Helen Hardy left 
St. Louis Jan. 2 In Memphis, two days 
later, they were married by the Rev. 
Ben Cox, pastcr of Central Baptist 
Church. The minister, according to a 
Memphis dispatcn, had to trust Robbins 
for the wedding fee. The two left soon 
after for Little Rock. 

In Little Rock they went to the home 
of Mrs. John Butts, the girl’s aunt, at 
806 Rector avenue. Mrs. Butts notified 
Mrs. Hardy of their presence, and that 
they had been married in Memphis. 

Mother Causes Their Arrest. 

But Mrs. Hardy had learned, in the 
meantime, that Robbins had a previous 
wife, Mrs. Grace Robbins, now liv- 
ing at the Rappahannock Apartments, 
Delmar boulevard and Clara avenue, 
To convince Mrs. Hardy the young 
woman telegraphed to San Francisco, 
where the ceremony was’ performed 
July 11, 1913, and received a reply show- 
ing the official record of the marriage. 
So she requested the arrest of Robbins, 
and Robbins and her daughter , were 
taken in custody yesterday afternoon. 

Mrs. Hardy started for Little Rock, 
last night. When she got there this 
morning, she called on her daughter, 
whom she found alternately denouncing 
Robbins and vowing to stick to him. 
Then she consulted United States Dis- 
trict Attorney Martin, and he advised 
her to bring the prosecution in Little 
Rock, under the Mann act. 

It was pointed out that a prosecution 
for bigamy would have to be in the 
State courts, and would have to be 
brought in Memphis, where the secon‘! 
marriage was performed. But a charge 
under the Mann act, the Little Rock 
officers thought, could be prosecuted a1 
any place to which Robbins had taken 
the girl. The fact of the marriage cere- 
mony in Memphis makes no difference, 
unless Robbins can show that his first 
marriage legally was dissolved. 

A San Francisco dispatch to the Post- 
Dispatch states that Robbins and Grac=2 
P. Wilson of St. Louis were married 
July 11, 1913, by an Episcopal minister, 
in the suburb of Benicia. S age was 
given as 23 and hers as 20. 

Says He Thought He Was Free. 

Robbins, in the holdover at Little 
Rock, admitted that he had been pre- 
viousiy married, but said he had filed 
suit for divorce in St. Louis and thought 
ge was divorced. Mrs. Hardy says she 
has looked in vain for any record of 
such a divorce case. 

Mrs. Hardy will remain in Little Rock 
until a decision as to the form of prose- 
cution is reached. 

Robbins may we prosecuted under 
the Mann act in S.. Louis according ' 
to United States District Attorney 
Oliver. He said today that he prob- 
ably would: either call the Federal 
Grand Jury’s attention to the case, or 
bring a direct charge by issuing a 
warrant. An agreement probably will 
be reached between Oliver and the 
District Attorney at Little Rock, as 
to the jur.sdiction in which the case 
shall be handiled.

PARIS Dec., 3.— (Correspondence of 
the Associated Press). An art collec- 
tion on a’ navy collier is a departure 
from recognized artistic standards 
which now is being arranged. When 
the U. 8S. 8S. Jason leaves Marseilles 
about the middie of January it will 
carry as part of its cargo many works 
by American artists for exhibition at 
San Francisco at the Panama-Pacific 
Exposition. , 

Juries composed of recognized mas- 
ters in Paris and London have weeded 
out much of the undesirable or freak- 
ish, until a decidedly representative col- 
lection has been obtained.

CANNONS 
CAUSE OF HEAVY RAINS 


Seientists int tocar Busy Assuring the 
Residents That Their Belief 
Is Baseless. 
Correspondence of the Asociated Press. 
LONDON, Dec. 80.—English scientists 
have again been compelled to assure 
the public that neither the smell of 
powder nor the concussion of gun-fire 
has the slightest connection with rain- 


fall. From several sources it Kad been 
asserted that the heavy and persistent 
rains recently experienced in Southern 
England and Northern France were at- 
tributed to atmospheric disturbances 
produced by artillery fire at the seat 
of war. 

“Like the supposed influence of the 
moon upon weather, the popular belief 
that powder brings rain is baseless,” 
writes a scientist In the Times. ‘‘The 
idea is absolutely without foundation. 
Experiments made in America and on 
the continent show that in dry weather 
no amount of concussion has the slight- 
est effect in the production of rain.”’

Consul-General Hanna reported under 
date of last night that no resistance was 
expected to be offered to the Villa 
troops, who were 20 miles south of the 
city when his telegram was filed.

NEW YORK, Jan. 12.—Thirty-six pas- 
sengers in the steerage of the steam- 
ship Buenos Aires, who had been ex- 
posed to smallpox, were removed from 
that vessel today to Hoffman Island 
for observation. While the vessel was 
bound to this port from Barcelona a 
steerage passenger died of the disease.

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FEST ND 
SENATORS CONFER 
ON APPOINTMENTS 


Stone, Thomas ai Johnson 
Visit the White House in In- 
tereset of Harmony. 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 12.—Efforts- to 


settle the differences between President 

Wilson and the Senate over Federal ap- 
pointments were begun today at a con- 
ference at the White House between the 
President and Senators Stone, Thomas 
and Johnson. 

Mr. Wilson has been seeking infor- 
matién from various sources on the 
appointments which have caused 
trouble in the Senate. No authority 
could be found today for reports that 
any of the disputed nominations 
would be withdrawn, but it was stat- 
ed in offical circles that efforts were 
being made to bring about more har- 
mony on the question between the 
President and the Senate. 

Borland Defends President. 

A defense of the President’s ac- 
tion in making recess appointments 
was delivered in the House late yes- 
terday by Representative Borland of 
Kansas City. 

The President's course in this direction 

has been bitterly assailed in the Sen- 
ate and the appointments of W. N. Col- 
lins as Postmaster and Ewing C. Bland 
as Marshal] at Kansas City, to which 
Senator Reed objected, have been re- 
jected by unanimous vote. More than 
that, a subcommittee of the Senate Ju- 
diclary Committee has been instructed 
to inquire into the prerogatives of the 
President in making recess appoint- 
ments. 
The argument by Mr. Borland is the 
first word that has been heard on the 
fioor of either branch of Congress on 
the other side of this controversy: Mr. 
Borland cited numerous precedents sup- 
porting the executive, showing that 
every President from Monroe down made 
such appointments and that nearly a 
dozen Attorney-Generals, including for- 
mer Secretary of State and United States 
Senator Philander C. Knox, and former 
Justice of the United States Supreme 
Court William H. Moody, during the 
Roosevelt administration, found the 
practice justified by the Constitution. 
Many Presidents Filled Vacancies, 
Mr. Borland said in part: 
“The question, has the President the 
power to make a recess appointment to 
fill a vacancy which existed during a 
previous session of Congress, has been 
answered in the affirmative, first, by a 
long line of executive precedents, com- 
mencing with President Monroe and in- 
cluding Presidents Jackson, Tyler, Polk, 
Pierce, Lincoln, Johnson, Grant, Hayes, 
Arthur, Harrison, Cleveland, Roosevelt, 
Taft and Wilson: second, by a line of 
decisions of Attorney-Generals com- 
mencing with that distinguished lawyer, 
William Wirt, and including Roger B. 
Tawney, Caleb Cushing, William M. 
Evarts, Charles Devins, Benjamin H. 
Brewster, William H. H. Miller, Philan- 
der C. Knox and William H. uioody, 


‘Third, by a line of precedents estab- 
lished by the Senate and by acquiescing 
by confirmation of persons appointed 
during a recess of the Senate. It is true 
that the individual members of the Sen- 
ite have occasionally objected to the 
power, but the Senate itself has repeat- 
edly acquiesced in it. Fourth, by legis- 
lation of Congress which attempted to 
control the right of the President to 
make such appointments, thus recog- 
nizing the fact that he had and has ex- 
ercised such a power. 
Decision by Roger B. Taney. 

“Our great Democratic President, An- 
drew Jackson, and his equally great 
Attorney-Genefal, Roger B. Tawney, 
were of the same opinion. On July 19, 
1832, Tawney rendered an opinion to 
President Jackson in which he said: “It 
has, I know, been contended that in 
order to enable the President to make 
the appointment the vacancy must take 
place during the recess. In other words, 
that the office must be full at the time 
of the adjournment of the Senate and 
become vacant afterward, and I cannot 
think that is the true interpretation of 
the article in question.”’ 

“And Attorney-General Williams ren- 
dered a similar opinion to President 
Grant. ‘The construction put upon the 
Constitution giving the President power 
to “fill up all vacancies that may hap- 
pen during the recess of the Senate by 
granting commissions that shall expire 
at the end of their next session’ by 
former Attorneys-General, namely, that 
it confers upon him full power to fill 
vacancies in the recess of the Senate 
irrespective of the time when such va- 
cancies first occurred, is considered 
now to be the settled interpretation of 
that clause wit: the Department of 
Justice.

44 WERE KILLED IN BATTLE 


Three West Virginia Highway- 
men Fatally Wounded 8 in 


Posse Before They Fell. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 
WHITESBURG, Ky., Jan. 13.—The own- 
ership of $7000 in blood-soaked currency, 
which was recovered by E&heriff Hatfield 
last August after 11 men, had been 
killed in a mountain tattle between a 
posse and three bandits, will be deter- 
mined, it has been learned, by a friendly 
court action to be instituted at Wii- 
liameon, W. Va., Jan. 21 

The money was taken by the robbers 
after they had shot to death Dr. W. D 
Amick, F. D. Johnson and Joseph Shiel- 
ler of the Glen Alum Coal Co., at Glen 
Aium, Aug. 14. It represented the mine 
payroll. Sheriff Hatfleld organized a 
posse of 28 men, and they were joined 
by another party from Bluefield, which 
included William Burrell and Squire 
Lelcher, with their bloochounds, A third 
party organized vy Detective Hatfield 
of Glen Alum already had started on 
the trail and was soon cvertaken by the 
Sheriff's posse, which took the train 
teward the mountain wilds for which 
the bandits were known to be headed. 

The dogs soon picked up the scent, 
and led off so rapidly that the men had 
difficulty in following. When darkness 
came on with a heavy rain, the dogs 
were baying so lustily that it was evi- 
dent the trafl was hot. Sheriff Hat- 
field threw out tines to prevent the 
escape of the robbers to the railroad 
or into Kentucky and abandoned the 
chase until mo ning. 

Two Kill 4 in First Clash. 

Barly next day @ pursuers came 
upon a perpendicular «iff where foo~- 
prints and displaced boulders showed 
that the men had descended with some 
difficulty. The posse had passed through 
the village of War Eagle and hail 
reached the outskirts when the hounds 
indicated the end of the chase was near. 
Hight men were in advence of the main 
force with the dogs, and as they neared 
a dense thicket, without warning three 
shots rang out and all dropped to the 
ground. It was found lster that Belcher 
and Burrell had been killed. 

The robbers, completely hidden by the 
heavy growth of underbrush, kept up so 
steady a fire that the main party halted 
and considered means to dislodge them. 
After their fire was ineffectual in 
checking that of the robbers, they de- 
termined to use dynamite, in the hope 
of blowing out whatever protection the 
men might be using, and sent a mes- 
senger to Devon to get a quantity of the 
.explosive.. Five..heavy charges thrown 
in the direction of the robbers opened 
great gaps in the underbrush, but did 
not reveal their hiding place. After the 
lust explosion, however, only two guns 
kept up the fire. 

As night came on the battle continued. 
Under cover of darkness the besiegers 
surrounded the position of the outlaws. 
Using trees and logs for protection, 
they crept slowly nearer the thicket, 
taking care to arrange their positions 
so that their cross-fire would not kill 
their own men. More than a score of 
them already had been wounded, most 
of the number only slightly. 

All of Posse Killed. 

In the early dawn the men at bay 
with two accurate shots brought down 
two more of the posse. Their comrades, 
angered beyond endurance, threw cau- 
tion to the winds and charged. Thair 
bullets riddled the bodies of the two re- 
maining bandits, but the last shot of 
the outnumbered robbers pierced the 
heart of Landon Tiller, another member 
of the posse. 

A big tree and a log on the ground 
had formed the fortification behind 
which the besieged men had battled so 
desperately. All had been wounded sev- 
eral times before they were killed and 
had bandaged their wounds with hand- 
kerchiefs. Some of the bills, in de- 
nominations of $5, $10 and $20, tied up in 
neat packages, were found in pockets of 
the dead men. Other packages were 
found weighted down with rocks under 
the log. All the money except $20 was 
recovered.

nied that he was married to Miss Ruth 
Soper of Owatona, Minn., and insisted 
that he was the husband of Mrs. Doris 
Vaughn Darnell. When he was sought 
today for a further statement of his 
version of the occurrences which led to 
his resignation from his Kenosha pul- 
pit, he was found in a downtown ho- 
tel. With him was his father, M. H. 
Darnell of Peoria, a traveling salesman. 
The elder Darnell declared that he 
came to Chicago to investigate’ the 
charges against his son. “If he is guilty 
he should be punished,” said the father. 


“If he is innocent, I shall stand by
